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be so justly proud is of Menominee red 
pressed brick, the trimmings are of No. 
I Portage Entry red 
stone. The 
in­ 
terior finish is of ash and the floors 
are of maple. 
The cornice and roof 
trimmings are made 
of 
galvanized 
iron. 
The roof is laid with best quality 
of No. I Washington Bangor slate. The 
footing sitone for the basement walls 
are of extra width and thickness, and 
the walls are two feet wide. 
Tile 
floors are placed 
in the 
entrance 
porches, and vestibules, and in all the 
toilet rooms above the basement. 
The 
entire basement is grouted 
and ce­ 
mented. 
The 
blackboards 
throughout 
the 
building are composed of ground steel 
and are manufactured on the walls by 
skilled mechanics of many years’ ex­ 
perience. 
This board is in many ways superior 
to natural slate. 
Being built solidly to 
the wall there is little or no noise, 
and there are no seams or joints what­ 
ever. 
The boards have a smooth, black 
surface, and are not so gritty as nat­ 
ural slate, hence take less crayon and 
there is very little dust. 
While 
the 
surface is smooth, it is free from gloss, 
and writing placed upon it can be seen 
distinctly from any angle in the room. 
These blackboards have been highly 
recommended by educators for the past 
ten years, but the improvements that 
have been made upon them in the last 
few years in eliminating all tendency 
to gloss have made them the best in 
the market. 
The building is fitted throughout for 
both gas and electric lighting. 
The basement, besides containing the 
general closets for boys and for girls, 
and the heating and ventilating ap­ 
paratus, contains the rooms for manual 
training. 
Although nothing has been 
done with this department, except to 
make a beginning in drafting and wood 
working, the rooms are designed, be­ 
sides this, for iron working, sewing and 
cooking.

A fireproof vault is provided for | 
the reception of the records 
of the ■ 
I board and of the school. The regular 
monthly meetings and the special meet­ 
ings of the board are now held 
in 
their new quarters, a cut of which is 
given above. 
Connected with the board of educa­ 
tion room by double sliding doors is 
the superintendent’s office. This room 
is also connected 
with the fireproof 
vault where 
all 
permanent 
school 
records are kept. 
The entrance to the superintendent’s 
office is through the reception 
room. 
! This room is used also for teachers’ 
I meetings, 
when the entire body 
of 


I teachers is not called together, and for 
the business meetings of the alumni 
association. 
The walls of this room 
will bo decorated 
with 
pictures 
of 
graduating classes, former superinten­ 
dents and teachers, and members of the 
alumni. 
The second floor contains the 
as­ 
sembly room, the reference library and 
five 
recitation 
rooms, 
besides 
the 
smaller toilet rooms. 
The assembly room was planned for 


1 350 pupils, though a much larger num­ 
ber may be easily seated in this room. 
All pupils return to this room after 
each recitation, and either pass again 
to recitation or remain in the room 
for study, as the program may provide. 
The reference library 
and reading 
room contains 
all 
reference 
works 
owned by the school except the ency- 


1 clopedias and dictionaries. 
The peri­ 
odicals are here found, also, in con­ 
venient shape for ready reference. 
The recitation rooms on second floor 
are large enough for their respective 
purposes. 
The civic and history room, 
the Latin and German room, and the 
general recitation room will each seat 
forty pupils conveniently, 
while 
the 
mathematics room 
and the literature 
room will seat sixty pupils each. 
The third floor has a large gymna­ 
sium. 
This part of the building has 


a raised platform, 
about 
three 
feet 
from the floor. The air may pass either 
through the heater or beneath it. ac­ 
cording to the provision for its escape 
from either of these places. 
Dampers 
controlled by thermostats allow either 
cool air under the platform or warm 
air above it to pass into the several 
rooms as their respective 
conditions 
may require. Cold, outside air is never 
delivered into a room. 
All air intro­ 
duced is at least 60 degrees F. 
It is, 
of course, often heated in the hot air 
chamber and delivered 
at 
a 
much 
higher temperature. 
At least thirty cubic feet of pure air 
for each pupil should be brought into 
the school room each minute. 
The 
apparatus in use in this building pro­ 
vides much more than thirty cubic feet 
per minute for each pupil. 
The engine used to run the fans is 
the upright 
type 
of 
fifteen 
horse 
power, and constructed 
for low pres­ 
sure. 
Its exhaust steam is utilized in 
the heating coils, thereby making the 
cest of working the fans very small. 
There are two fans or blowers, six feet 
by three and one-half feet. At a speed 
of 120 revolutions per minute sufficient 
air is delivered to the various rooms 
of the building. 
Two horizontal tubular boilers, fifty- 
four inches in diameter by sixteen feet 
long, of sixty horse power capacity 
each, furnish the steam for the coils 
and the powder for the engine. 
The 
boilers are so constructed that either 
one or both may be used. 
Both the indirect system in connec­ 
tion with the fans, and coils for the 


I and the 
usual 
blanks are filled out 
: and

paid or charged at the 
freight office. 
This department being 
connected with the commission depart­ 
ment of the West Side Business col­ 
lege, Chicago, our pupils receive from 
that department through the postoffice 
the “account

All the blanks

slips, etc., are used by the pupils very 
frequently, so that they become thor­ 
oughly familiar

to make 
copies of all important let­ 
ters written. 
It Is His Own Business. 
The student is carrying on a busi­ 
ness 
of his own. 
It is as necessary 
that he 
exercise 
as good 
business 
sense if he comes out ahead in this 
business as it is in life. 
Most of the 
business comes to him unexpectedly, 
just as it does in life. 
He cannot look 
ahead and calculate 
what difficulties 
he will meet, but he must be prepared 
to meet 
them 
when 
they come. 
A 
pupil buys 
and sells on the Chicago 
market. 
If he exercises good business 
judgment he makes money and. as in 
life, 
if he fail in 
this particular, he 
may have to mortgage his office fur­ 
niture 
to meet his obligations when 
they become due. 
This whole system 
is planned on the principle, “learn to 
do by doing.” 
It gives a practical ex­ 
perience 
in 
business 
management, 
This transaction now becomes a mat­ 
ter for proper record 
in the books. 
Thus throughout the course involving 


use of the machine. 
Although pupils 
are given exercises to develop speed, 
accuracy and 
neatness are made the 
most important objects to be attained. 
Commercial Law. 
This study is the finishing study of 
the course. 
Many mistakes are made 
in 
business, 
involving 
troublesome 
litigation, through lack of knowledge 
of some of the mcst elemental y prin­ 
ciples of 
commercial 
law. 
It is not 
intended 
that these two terms’ work 
shall encourage pupils to believe that 
every business man should be his own 
lawyer; it will, however, help him to 
avoid entering into contracts that are 
detrimental to himself. 
No business 
man or woman should be without this 
knowledge. 
It 
includes 
a study 
of 
notes, 
checks, acceptances, endorse­ 
ments, 
partnership, corporations and 
mortgages. 
At the first meeting of the board of 
education 
in 1896 it was 
decided to 
introduce manual training as a part 
of the elective work of the high school. 
Pupils pursuing any course may take 
the manual training work in addition 
to their regular studies. 
The 
course for the first 
year in­ 
cludes 
drafting and bench work in 
wood; the second year, drafting and 
lathe work in wood. 
An instructor has been secured, and 
at the present time about twenty boys 
are taking 
the course. 
The 
pupils 
have 
undertaken 
the extra work of 
making benches and drafting tables. 
Because of this they will not be able 
to complete the usual amount of work. 
The extension of the manual train­ 
ing work will depend upon the sup­ 
port given 
to it by the 
patrons 
of 
the 
school. 
If 
the work is to be 
broadened and iron working, 
sewing 
| and cooking introduced, it must come 
from the demand of the citizens of 
Janesville. 
All are invited to inspect 


I the work done this year and to ex­ 
press themselves as to its continuance 
and extension.

Electric 
bells 
are 
installed 
wjth 
proper connections with the assembly 
room and the 
superintendent s office. 
The wiring is fitted for an electric pro­ 
gram clock so that classes 
may 
be 
called on time without the interven­ 
tion of a monitor, or other agency than 
the clock. When the proper time ar­ 
rives for the passing of classes the 
clock makes electrical connections that 
ring the electric bells in the various 
recitation rooms. 
The plumbing is executed according 
to the latest Milwaukee 
regulations, 
and the greatest precautions have been 
taken to have the work done in the 
best possible way. All traps are separ­ 
ately vented, and the sewrer pipe in the 
building is of extra thickness. 
The building proper is 174 feet in 
extreme length, and is

not yet been completed, but it is used 
as

gymnasium

its unfinished 
state. The original intention 
was to 
have this room fitted up so that

HEATING AND VENTILATION. 
In heating the building fresh air is 
taken through a duct about fifteen feet 
from the ground. 
The air is 
first 
brought into the tempering chamber; 
here the chill is taken off. It is then 
discharged by the fan into a hot air 
chamber. 
Here heat coils are placed on 


direct radiation, are provided in many 
of the rooms, and this is arranged for 
the low' pressure system. 
Thus, the 
high pressure boilers may be used on 
the lowr pressure system, and thereby 
almost absolute safety as w’ell as max­

The heat in each room

THE BUSINESS COURSE. 
Janesville’s 
high 
school 
business 
course is a model. 
It answers 
most emphatically the 
charge that high schools are not prac­ 
tical. 
The special studies of the course are 
business penmanship, 
shorthand and j 
typewriting, 
commercial 
arithmetic, 
bookkeeping, and commercial law. 
It I 
is not the intent that pupils shall take j 
these commercial studies alone. 
The i 
great fault found with pupils who fin- 1 
ish 
purely 
business courses is that 
their general information is not suffi-j 
cient to make them valuable in a busi-1 
ness or a professional office. 
In this 
commercial course the pupils take the 
information and culture studies at the 
same time that they take the special 
business studies. 
Those 
who 
finish 
this course will he given a special cer­ 
tificate with their diplomas testifying 
to their proficiency in the studies pe­ 
culiar to this course. 
In the cut given elsewhere it will be 
noticed 
that 
the 
school is 
as well 
equipped for satisfactory work in the 
! line of business training as any school 
i in the 
country. 
Each 
pupil is pro- 
; vided with a business desk so that he 
may 
keep 
all of his 
books and his 
I “stock 
of goods” in business 
style. 
I At one end of the room are arranged 
1 the 
general 
offices, with appropriate 
office 
furniture. 
Here 
is found the 
postoffice, 
the 
ccmmercial exchange, 
the Commercial bank, and the freight, 
insurance, and real estate office. 
Pupils Are Business Rivals. 
Goodvoar’s 
“inter-communication 
* 
business practice” forms the basis of 
the work 
in this department. 
From 
the beginning of the course pupils per­ 
form the actual operations of business 
life; they 
do not imagine 
them per­ 
formed and then record the imaginary 
transactions, hut when money is to be 
borrowed, a note is made out in proper 
form, presented at the bank and the 
proceeds obtained 
in school currency. 
A HOME FOR THE BOARD OF ED­ 
UCATION. 
The first floor contains rooms 
as 
indicated in the sketch 
on previous 
page. 
The board of education has 
here a home for the first time in its 
existence. For a number of years past 
the board has met at the office of the 
city clerk, and previous to that it met 
at various private offices 
about 
the 


all the transactions likely to be met 
in a 
general 
business, the 
pupil is 
conducting an 
actual business, and 
learning at the same time the proper 
method of keeping his books. 
The 
pupils 
buy 
and sell 
among 
themselves, and at certain times they 
make shipments of produce to Chicago, 
to be sold on the market. The produce 
is shipped by business college railroad, 
such as can be given in no other way. 
Students must plan to meet Their ma­ 
turing 
business papers and accounts 
and to 
keep their 
expenses within 
their 
profits, 
and to do hundreds of 
things which the pupil instructed by 
the ordinary 
text-book method never 
dreamed of. 
An examination of the plan and the 
work 
in bookkeeping 
will 
convince 
any one that Prof. Goodyear has solved 
the problem 
of successfully teaching 
business in the high schools. 
Double-entry bookkeeping is taught 
thoroughly, and 
at 
the 
end of the 
course 
pupils are 
taught other sys­ 
tems. 
Shorthand Writing. 
Charles Reade, in his w'ork on “The 
Coming Man,” says: 
“I advise all per-! 
sons 
to 
have 
their 
boys and girls 
taught shorthand 
writing 
and type­ 
writing. 
A shorthand writer who can 
typewrite 
his notes 
would 
be safer; 
from 
poverty 
than 
a 
great 
Greek 
scholar.” 
Although this is a very sordid view* 
of the case, 
there 
can be 
no doubt 
that there is truth in the statement. 
There are, however, all the elements 
that go to make up 
a most excellent 
disciplinary study. 
Shorthand as at 
present 
taught is 
a science, and its 
classifications 
and rules must train 
the discriminating pow’er of the mind 


I to a great degree. 
Graham’s system of phonography is 
the basis for the work. 
Such adapta­ 
tions of the system are recognized, as 
experience has shown to be valuable. 
Typewriting. 
A writer in the North American Re­ 
view’ says: 
“I think that typewriting 
should be taught in public and private 
schools. 
Not that it is probable that 
every 
one who learns would take^up 
typewriting as a business, but spelling, 
punctuation, capitalizing, paragraph­ 
ing. and, greater still, prose composi­ 
tion 
could 
be a 
dozen times better 
taught with 
the iraehine than with­ 
out it. 
I am confidently looking for­ 
ward to the time when s< bool hoards 
throughout the country will appreciate 
this fact 
and the typewriter be uni­ 
versally adopted for this purpose.” 
In no place will errors of construc­ 
tion, of 
spelling, 
and of form be so 
; apparent 
as when 
written 
with the 
I typewriter.

COURSES OF STUDY. 


No longer can it be said 
that 
the 
course of study in the Janesville high 
school is net 
practical. 
There 
are 
five regular courses provided beside? 
the manual training course. 
The English Course has no Latin or 
German, and is intended especially for 
those w’ho wish to study no other lan­ 
guage than the English. 
It is the only 
course 
also that has 
the theory and 
Art 
of Teaching, and 
is 
therefore 
adapted for those who are 
prc*paring 
for 
teaching 
Pupils 
finishing this 
course 
are admitted to the freshman 
class in 
English and Civic Historical 
Courses of the I Diversity of Wiscon* 
sin. 
The General Science Course is a pre­ 
paratory course for the state 
univer­ 
sity. 
Pupils may, on 
finishing this 
course, be admitted to 
the 
General 
Science 
and 
Engineering 
Courses 
without examination. 
This course in­ 
cludes two years of German, but no 
Latin. 
The Modern Classical Course is also 
a preparatory course for the Univer­ 
sity of Wisconsin. 
It includes 
both 
the Latin and the German. 
The Ancient Classical Course substi­ 
tutes two years of Greek in place of 
the German, otherwise it is the same 
as the Modern Classical Course. 
This 
course has not been chosen by pupils 
to the extent that it should be. 
The 
utilitarian in education has 
received 
such popular approval during the past 
few years that it seems that the pen­ 
dulum 
has 
sw’ung to an extreme in 
that direction. 
It is hoped that 
as 
the 
school 
grows 
larger that many 
pupils may be graduated 
from 
this 
course, and that the pupils so gradu­ 
ated may continue their study in insti­ 
tutions where the highest 
ideals 
of 
scholarship are held. 
The Commercial Course is arranged 
with special reference to the needs of 
those who do not expect to attend the 
University, but who wish to secure a 
thorough business education. 
It is the design of the Superinten­ 
dent. in which he has the most hearty 
support of the board of education, to 
place the high school upon 
a 
broad 
basis, and give it a wide 
sphere of 
influence,

that this effort will 
bring within its 
influence, in larger numbers than ever 
before, the young people at home and 
in the surrounding country.

Over one-half 
of the class of ’95 have gone to higher 
institutions of learning, or intend to 
go in the near future. 
It need not be feared that tho efforts 
to maintain a thoroughly efficient pre ­ 
paratory school will in any way inter­ 
fere with its proper functions as a 
school fitting pupils for the ordinary 
duties of 
life. 
Certainly 
no 
lowei 
standard 
should be maintained as a 
finishing school than as a preparatoi\ 
school. 
If there should be any differ­ 
ence those intending to go to no other 
school should receive the more com­ 
plete and thorough mental training. 
Good Work in Physical Science. 
Nowhere 
does 
Janesville’s 
new 
school outstrip other schools more per­ 
ceptibly than in its resources for the 
teaching of physical science. 
English, rhetoric, mathematics, his­ 
tory, political economy and the lan­ 
guages are taught with a thoroughness 
that leaves nothing to be desired, and 
the methods used are a vast improve­ 
ment over those of ten years ago. 
It 
is for the teaching of physics, biology, 
chemistry, physiology and botany that 
the most remarkable resources are af­ 
forded. 
The physical laboratory occupies the 
southeast corner of the first floor. 
It 
is fitted with six large tables arranged 
with 
lockers, 
having 
combination 
locks, 
accommodating 
twenty-four 
pupils working at one time. On the 
north side of the room is a large glass- 
front case for apparatus. New appa­ 
ratus has been secured, covering the 
subjects of mechanics, 
heat, 
light, 
sound, electricity, magnetism, etc. 
In 
connection 
with the laboratory is a 
thoroughly equipped dark room for the 
study of photography. 
The course of physics 
is arranged 
with the idea of giving the pupil a 
broad and comprehensive view’ of the 
subject, a firm 
grasp of the physical 
laws and relations, and this is largely 
obtained 
through 
individual experi­ 
ments and observation in the labora­ 
tory. The laboratory work is arranged 
to be as largely quantitative as possi­ 
ble, 
definite 
facts and accurate ob­ 
servations being considered more con- 


pupil prepares one or more 
experi­ 
ments each term to present before the 
class in some definite and formal way. 
Biological Laboratory. 
The biological laboratory contains 
two tables designed by Prof. Bessey. o 
the University of Nebraska, tor micro­ 
scopic work. Their triangular shape 
allows each pupil to receive light from 
the windows while working in proper 
position at the table. The depart mem 
has six

microscopes of 3 4 inch and I-6-inch 
objectives 
with

The 3-4 inch objective magnines 10J

With these microscopes, ail 
of the finest kind of work may be done 
except where immersion lenses are re­ 
quired. 
Besides these, there are thirty 
Olmsted’s dissecting microscopes wi-h 
double lenses. 
In the center of the room is a fine 
case with 
lockers, 
containing com­ 
bination 
locks, for 
securing 
micio- 
scopes. 
Oil the south side of the lab­ 
oratory a trough is arranged for keep­ 
ing such fresh-water 
animals neces­ 
sary 
in biological work, also flowers 
fresh for botany. 
This department is 
designed for 
woik in zoology, physi­ 
ology, geology, and botany. 
Thirty 
pupils are accommodated at the tables 
at one time. 
Modern Methods in Physiology Study ' 
Two terms in 
the high school are 
devoted to this important branch. The 
work is largely experimental, much of 
the time being devoted to laboratory 
work. 
Each 
pupil 
is required to do 
microscopic work with animal tissue 
and blood, making drawings of the 
wrork and taking notes on the same. J 
Dissections are 
performed upon the 
lower animals 
by the teacher before 
the class—no 
vivisection being done. 
Besides the fine Bausch & Iximb mi­ 
croscopes iii 
the laboratory, there is 
apparatus 
consisting of Bock Steger 
anatomical 
models of the ear, eye,' 
head, 
internal organs, 
muscles, etc. 
Much stress is laid upon the subject of 
hygiene, with especial reference to the 
topics of house ventilation, drainage, I 
bathing, dieting, and wearing apparel.! 
The effects of alcohol 
and narcotics 
upon the human system also forms an 
important part of the instruction. 
Be-1 
sides the text-book wrork, lectures are 
given by the teacher throughout th e 1 
course. 
I 
Chemistry. 
The chemical laboratory, on the west 
side of and on the first floor, communi­ 
cates with the science recftation room 
and the biological 
laboratory. 
It is 
furnished with 
six large tables, each 
containing gas, water, and waste pipes, 
and 
individual 
racks for chemicals. 
In the center of each table is a sink, 
serving for a pneumatic trough as 
well. On the south side of the labor­ 
atory 
is a case for the reception of 
chemicals; 
the 
lower 
part contains 
drawers for heavier 
articles, and the ; 
upper 
part has a glass front. 
There 
are two foul gas chambers connected ’ 
independently 
w ith 
the 
ventilating ’ 
system, so there is no chance for the 
collection of injurious odors. 
The year’s wrork in chemistry aims 
to secure to the pupil not only a gen­ 
eral knowledge of the science, but to ! 
awaken a spirit of investigation, to* 
encourage the pupil to ask questions of 
nature, to lead to the concentra-ion of 
thought 
and 
energy, to educate the 
senses, to train the hand, and to ex- J 
ercise the faculty of reason and the 1 
power of judging. 
j 
The first part of the year is given to i 
the study of the occurrence, prepara- J 
tion, properties, uses, and compounds' 
of the most important elements. 
Thisj 
is followed by qualitative analysis in 
connection with the study of m etals.! 
The class-room work is supplemented 
by a course 
of lectures given by th* 
instructor. 
Much time is spent in the 
laboratory. The pupil is expected to 
go there from the class-room with his 
mind quickened, knowing just what to 
do anil 
what results to expect. The 
laboratory is under the constant super­ 
vision of the instructor. 
Each pupil is required to present to 
the class one or more essays on as­ 
signed topics during the year, and also 
to 
perform 
experiments 
before the 
class. 
, 
Botany. 
The course of study in botany is de­ 
signed 
to develop scientific observa­ 
tion and at the same time to give the 
pupil 
a 
practical knowledge of the 
vegetable kingdom. 
The course pro­ 
ceeds from the study of the simple to 
the complex. 
Beginning with unicel­ 
lular plants, the lower forms are taken 
as they 
develop 
in 
molds, 
blight, 
mildews, rusts, smuts, and other para­ 
sites. 
Following this 
in their order 
come the crvptcgamia. 
viz.: 
Algae 
(both 
sea and 
fresh wrater), 
fungi, 
lichens, mosses, liverworts, and ferns. 
This 
completes 
the 
winter 
term’s 
work. 
The 
spring 
term 
is 
devoted 
to 
phaenerogams—the seed, germination, 
root, stem, leaf, bud, flower, fertiliza­ 
tion, fruit are studied minutely. 
The 
work is done in the laboratory under 
the supervision of the instructor, and 
followed by a course of lectures. 
The 
botany 
wrork is 
given as much eco­ 
nomic value as possible. The art of 
horticulture 
and 
of 
agriculture 
is 
founded on the science of botany. The 
reasons for the various horticultural 
and agricultural processes are consid­ 
ered. 
A dissecting microscope in the 
hands of each pupil, and demonstrat­ 
ing compound 
microscopes are 
fur­ 
nished. 
Pupils are accustomed to the 
use of the compound microscope. 
No 
special herbarium is required of 
the 
pupil, 
but 
accurate 
drawings 
and 
memoranda of each day’s observations 
are demanded.

sytsem existed long after its organiza­ 
tion.

privileged few patronised 
select schools, and were averse to tax­ 
ation for the higher education of the

jeans. A new era dawned when the 
schools were carefully graded, and pu­ 
pils realized that rapid promotion re­ 
warded earnest work. The students 
in the high school department in the 
old academy 
led 
in the 
march

little school-room 
world were set in motion the higher 
moral forces of the divine workshop. 
Pictures 
were hung, and evergreens 
were

By voluntary 
subscriptions a piano was hired, and 
music lent its charms to school exer­ 
cises. 
Reminiscences. 
In the exigencies of the financial 
crisis of Lie ante-bellum period, the 
strictest economies were necessary 
Those were the days of depreciated 
currency. 
Every 
bank 
in 
Illinois 
failed, as also banks which supplied 
half the issue of Wisconsin. 
Not^s 
were redeemed at rates which aver­ 
aged fifty or sixty cents on the dollar. 
The city’s bonded debt was large and 
the treasury was empty.

But when the dark days of the civil 
war came, days of dire disaster and 
defeat, financial disaster and personal 
privations were of minor importance.

No state in the Union has made such 
liberal provision for free education as 
Wisconsin. 
The delegates sent from Janesville 
to the convention assembled in 1846- 
47-48 to draft a state constitution wrere 
Hon. E. V. Whiton and Hon. A. Hyatt 
Smith. After a notable partisan con­ 
troversy the present constitution was 
adopted in 1848. 
Therein provision 
was made for a school fund of more 
than $5,000,000, 
only the accrued in­ 
terest of that sum ever to be expended. I 
For nearly ten years, under the vil­ 
lage charter, Janesville maintained her

number of children of school age, 4,326; 
amount tax levied for school purposes,

In 1856 commodious buildings were 
erected in the Second and Fifth wards, 
and the schools were graded into high 
school, grammar, intel mediate, and 
primary departments, the old Academy 
becoming the central or high school 
of the system. 
With its several de­ 
partments, in which wrere.pursued stud­ 
ies taught in our best academies, with 
its ability to graduate pupils with a 
thorough English and classical educa­ 
tion, the old academy became a magnet 
of superior force and an important fac­ 
tor in municipal affairs. 


was but one coat 
of plaster on the 
w'alls, no inside finish and no school 
appliances 
except 
crayons. 
A few 
years later, by entertainments and sub­ 
scriptions. a harmonium was purchased 
and also some busts and pictures to I 
decorate the walls. Subsequently the ; 
harmonium was exchanged for a cabi- j 
net organ. 
At various times the large room in 
basement has been fitted up with sim­ 
ple gymnastic appliances (i. e., trapezes, 
Indian clubs and straw bed-tieks).

ments, bright toasts, and inspiring in 
terchange of thought and opinion. 
STRIFE IN DAYS OF OLD.

exciting controversy which old settlers 
recall with interest.

Early school days in Janesville. 
W hat stories there are to tell! 
Mrs. M. L. Beers, wrho joins T. VV. 
Goldin in sketching “The Old and the 
New,” 
deals 
graphically 
writh 
the 
schools of the “forties.” 
On a sunny morning in 1835, she 
says, a party of travelers encamped on 
the highlands east of the present city 
of Janesville. A scene of enchanting 
beauty unfolded before them. To the 
east and south extended the undulat­ 
ing prairie, jewelled with myriads of 
wild flowers as thick as “the leaves of 
Vailombrosa.” It was a land flowing 
with milk and honey, that blessed re­ 
alization of their golden dreams. “It 
is the Happy Valley!” “It is Canaan!” 
exclaimed another. They named the 
ridge on which they 
stood 
“Mount 
Zion,” for to them it was a mount of 
prophetic vision. They beheld as in a 
mirage, limned on the roseate skies of 
the future, a prosperous 
metropolis, 
located in the green valley of the Rock. 
Could they behold the city as it 
is 
now, the mart 
of busy traffic, 
the 
center of varied industries, traversed 
by lines of mystic electric fluid bound 
in iron chains, they might well exclaim: 
“Behold what a miracle the divine in­ 
spiration of genius hath wrought!” 
Those early pioneers were joined soon 
after by others, and in the fall of 1835 
the first log cabin was built 
nearly 
opposite the “big rock,” then covered 
with scrub cedars. This point had been 
for years a fording place and rendez­ 
vous for fur traders. 
From the flat 
summit of the “rock,” only three years 
before, Mucketay Muckekawkaik (Black 
Hawk) harangued his warriors, and in 
the oak openings were still found the 
embers of his camp fires. 


First Educational Institutions. 
The first settlers had hardly 
made 
themselves comfortable in their rude 
cabins before they opened a school for 
their 
children. They 
were 
eastern 
people and fresh from the educational 
institutions of their childhood; inspired 
by lessons learned therein, 
they be­ 
lieved that culture is a necessity of 
good citizenship. 
The first school was established in 
a little log house on the bank of the 
river in the suburb 
now known 
as 
Spring Brook. It wa^ taught by Hon. 
Hiram Brown. This primitive school 
house was of the rudest construction, 
with chinked walls 
of 
rougli-hewn 
logs and seats of bass-wood slabs. In 
the sultry summer days, stray Indians, 
returning to Lake Kosnkonong to fish 
and harvest wild rice, peered in at 
the open windows 
and 
listened 
in 
wonder to the busy hum of study. 


A School in the Woods. 
In 1840 a school was opened in the 
woods near Main street, 
three rods 
north of Milwaukee street. There Miss 
Cornelia Sheldon (afterward Mrs. Isaac 
Woodle) patiently sought 
to 
impart 
wisdom to the sturdy 
little Badgers. 
She was succeeded the following winter 
by Rev. G. W. Lawrence. The first de­ 
bating club was organized that winter. 
Prominent among those who 
partic­ 
ipated in debates was James H. Knowl­ 
ton, who afterwards displayed marked 
forensic ability. His contemporaries at 
the bar a few years later were Hon. 
Matt. Carpenter, Hon Isaac Woodle, 
and Hon. Ohas. Jordan. Other instruc­ 
tors in the village schools for several 
years thereafter were 
Messrs. Little, 
Bennett, Wood and W7hite. The path 
of the teacher was not strewn 
with 
roses in those brave 
days 
of 
old. 
School-ma’ams were hired for the sum­ 
mer and masters for the winter, for it 
was a festive pastime for the big boys 
to inaugurate a rebellion and “chuck” 
the master into the snow drifts. 
A few years later two brick school 
houses were erected. One of these was 
lately razed on Division street, in the 
Second ward. It was considered a model 
of convenience, and regarded with feel­ 
ings of pride by those citizens 
who 
planned its erection. For years it has 
been used as a stable. To what a base 
estate relentless time oft brings 
the 
vaunted works of man! 
The Janesville Academy. 
In 1843 a charter was granted to 
A Hyaitt Smith, W. H. Bailey, Charles 
Stevens, J. B. Doe, E. V. Whiton, and 
Others, for the purpose of establishing 
an academy in Janesville. 
A stone building of commodious pro­ 
portions was erected on High street, 
and in 1844 a school was opened therein 
with Rev. Thomas J. Ruger as prin­ 
cipal. 
Messrs. Allen, Woodruff, Woodard, 
Webb, Spicer, and Gorton successively 
took charge of this institution, 
and 
about 1855 the property was purchased 
by the city for use as a public school, 
and was known for a brief 
period 
thereafter as the Janesville Free Acad­ 
emy. 
This ancient 
landmark 
has 
been torn down, and the imposing edi­ 
fice known 
as the 
Lincoln 
school 
erected on its site. Many of the older 
business men of Janesville owe their 
education to the curriculum of the old 
academy.

were thoroughly graded in 1856. 
At this time the record 
of educa­ 
tional and literary institutions of the ; 
city embraced a central high school, 
eight schools of lower grade, 
three 
select schools, and the state institute 
for the blind, also the Janesville lyceum 
and the mechanics’ institute, the latter 
society assembling for improvement 
in arts and sciences. 
That the improvements made since 
that early period may be more apparent 
by comparison, the following statistics 
are compiled, showing

operation of the graded school system 
in the first two years of its existence 
and in the year 1893:

Several Democrats Join the Republican 
Majority, WhiU Five Republicans 
Vote Against Censure - Cuba Gets 
a Setback in the Senate— General 
Washington News 


Washington. March 21.—The hen"" 
on Friday, after three days of debate 
adopted a resolution censuring Thorn0 
F. Bayard, ex-secretary of state an ’ 
now ambassador to the court of S’ 
James, for utterances delivered in ar 
address to the Boston (England) gram ­ 
mar school 
and in an address before 
the Edinburgh (Scotland) Philosophic0] 
institution last fall. The vote stood ISO 
to 71 in favor of the first resolution, 
and 191 to 59 in favor of the second. 
Five republicans broke away from par­ 
ty lines and voted against the resolu­ 
tion of censure and six democrats for it. 
All the republicans and nine demo­ 
crats voted for the second resolution. 
Mr. Willis, a republican from Mr. Bay­ 
ard’s state, made a speech in opposition 
to the first resolution, and Mr. Bailey 
(dem., Tex.) 
not only 
indorsed the 
resolutions but declared that a man 
who delivered such utterances as Mr. 
Bayard had at Boston was “unworthy 
to represent 
the 
United States any­ 
where at any time.” 
Mr. Fairchild (rep., N. Y.) took issue 
with the majority of the foreign af­ 
fairs committee as to the character of 
Mr. Bayard’s offense, expressing regret 
that the committee had not brought in 
articles of impeachment instead of cen­ 
sure. 
Mr. Bayard’s utterances, he ar­ 
gued, constituted a criminal libel w ith­ 
in the definition of the law, and in view 
of his exalted position a high crime 
against his country. 
Mr. Wheeler (dem., Ala.), in opposi 
tion to the resolution made the 
first 
reference to the tariff. He said this at­ 
tack on Ambassador Bayard came from 
Massachusetts, a state that believed in 
protection for protection’s sake. 
Mr. Willis was the first republican to 
announce that he opposed censuring 
Mr. Bayard. He said he would be will­ 
ing to vote for the second resolution, 
but he could not vote for the resolution 
of censure. 
First, state pride would 
lead him to vote against it. He respect­ 
ed Mr. Bayard as a man of force and 
distinction. He did not think, however, 
that he betrayed any confidence when 
he said that Mr. Bayard was a born 
aristocrat posing as a democrat. 
His 
instincts were feudal in nature. 
• 
Mr. Turner (dem., Ga.) described the 
trium phant republican party turning 
awray from its duty to visit its wrath 
and indignation on a member of his 
party for a trivial act. He paid an elo­ 
quent tribute to Mr. Bayard for his 
services to the south in the days of her 
despair, and he then proceeded to re- j 
call the Chandler interview and the ■ 
charges of levying on the protected in- j 
dustries by the McKinley agents. 
After a few words by Mr. Newlands 
(Nev.) in favor of the resolution, Mr. 
Hitt, chairman of the foreign affairs 
committee, yielded the 
remainder of 
his time to Mr. Bailey Idem., Tex.), 
who made a speech in favor of the res­ 
olutions. 
At the conclusion of 
Mr. 
Bailey’s remarks, Mr. Hitt asked for a 
vote. At the request of Mr. Willis, the 
vote was taken separately on the two 
resolutions. 
The first resolution cen­ 
sured Mr. Bayard “in the name of the 
American people;” the second con­ 
demned in general terms the delivery of 
partisan speeches by our foreign rep­ 
resentatives. 
The first resolution was passed by a 
vote of 180 to 71, five democrats voting 
for it and three republicans against it. 
Messrs. 
Cummings 
(N. 
Y.), 
Bailey 
(Tex.), Latimer (S. C.), Sorg (O.) and 
Cockrell (Tex.) voted with the repub­ 
licans for the resolution, and Messrs. 
Cooke (111.), Pitney (N.Y.), Willis (Del.), 
Draper (Mass.) and Baker (M. D.), re­ 
publicans, voted with 
the 
democrats 
against it. 
The second resolution was adopted 
191 to 59. 
Nine democrats voted for 
this resolution 
and 
no 
republicans 
against it. 
The nine democrats were: 
Allen (Miss.), Bailey (Tex.), Cummings 
(N. Y.). Hutcheson (Tex.), Layton (O.), 
Owens (Ky.). Pendleton 
(O.) and Stokes (N. C.).

Knife. Razor and Shear Cases Show 
That Thieves Were at W ork—

Crummey A Brooks’ store was robbed 
after it was burned. 
This fairly fact has been pretty 
well established by the inventory. 
Hardly a knife was left in the store. 
Toe razor ca°e was emptied. 
All of 
the more expensive shears 
were taken. 
What else was taken is uncertain. 
A bicycle that was crated and stored 
near the basement door, cannot be 
found, although there is no debris in 
th at part of the building to conceal it. 
As to a raid on the safe, the owners 
of the store 
axe uncommunicative. 
The police are said to have been told 
th at a package of honored drafts and 
other papers were taken from the safe 
and dropped near the back door. 
M ica Cutlery to Gone. 
As to the knives, razors and shears 
there can be no doubt whatever. 
The 
front part of the store where those 
goods were kept suffered compara­ 
tively 
little from 
fire. 
A 
clock 
against 
the 
wall passed through 
the fire with so lit’Ie injury th at it 
was ticking away the hours this 
morning. 
In she knife show case the 
paste beard boxes, even, 
were not 
destroyed. 
They were simply wet 
down and the glaring fact remained 
th a t hardly more than a dozen knives 
remained in stock out of a very well 
selected and high quality lot. 
With the razors and the shears it 
was the same. 
The boxes were left 
but nearly all empty. 
Even had the 
fire consumed the boxes there would 
have been little ohance of concealing 
the theft 
for 
knives, 
razors and 
shears 
do not 
tu rn 
like

rosettes 
Not Done During the Fire. 
Every piece of stock that can be 
found in the debris is being listed, 
A. J. Olesou, one of the adjustors, as­ 
sists in the work as representative of 
all the companies. 
Both 
he and 
Messrs. Crummey A Brooks are very 
positive that a robbery has been com­ 
mitted. 
" I have talked with many of the 
firemen,” said Mr. Oleson,” and they 
argue th at it would have been impossi­ 
ble for anything much to have been 
stolen during the fire. 
The rear base­ 
ment door was found open when the 
firemen arrived, although Mr. Crum­ 
mey is very positive ii was bolted the 
night before. 
Knives were found all 
the way to the back door. 
No Theory Advanced. 
"We haven’t founded any satisfac­ 
tory theory as to the burglary,” con­ 
tinued Mr. Oleson.
